Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Breen proposed claim amendments to claims 1 and 7 and 
provided new claims 21. With respect to claim 1, Mr. Breen argued that the new limitation that the wall thickness was 
0. 1 mm was not taught or suggested by the prior art. The Examiner commented that while this may appear to be true, 
this new claim limitation includes a new claim limitation that would have to be further considered and/or searched 
before indicating that the claim would be allowable. With respect to claims 7 and 21, Mr. Breen argued that the sealed 
ends of the tubes of the references of Gerarde and von Behrens do not provide the optical properties required of the 
proposed claims. The Examiner stressed that the reference of Hawes addresses this claim feature. Mr. Breen will 
reconsider the claim amendments in view of the disclosure of Hawes prior to filing a response . 
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
